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THE KOREAN WAR 

Exploitation of the prisoners issue continues to loom largest in 

the Korean propaganda picture as Moscow, Peking and Pyongyang 
insist that American mistreatment of POW's exceeds the worst 
excesses of the Hitlerites. Voluntary repatriation is compared 
to the greatest hoaxes of history — the Reichstag fire, Hitler's 
"liberation" of the Sudetenland, and the Swiss Red Cross leaders' 
white -washing of the Nazi concentration camps. Despite the 
intransigent note of most Connnunist comment, Peking declares thpt 
the Sino-Korean proposal of 2 May provides the basis for a Just 
and hvAinane- peace, and that an armistice can be attained quickly if 
and when the Americans withdraw their insistence on retaining 
captured personnel. 

BW as on issue of solitary concentration has virtually disappeared 
from Soviet comment, but within the larger framework of the continu- 
ing assault on American bestiality, it remains a consistent point 
of reference. Peking's comment on BV/ has Increased somewhat in 
the international service, primarily in English, as a result of 
new attention to the Enoch/Quinn confessions. Pyongyang continues 
to stress the need for sanitary precautions to prevent epidemics. 

While the assault on American depravity continues at a high pitch 
in Chinese output, Peking pointedly fails to report the trial of 
American-sponsored North Koreans who allegedly slaughtered 35,000 
Koreans' during U.N, occupation of the Sihchon area of Hwangbae Pro- 
vince. Pyongyang has given the trials wide coverage, while Moscow 
• has mentioned the affair in press transmissions but not in voice 
broadcasts. All three transmitters pay increasing attention to 
Soutti"'Korean affairs, and sensitivity to the role of the Chinese in 
Korea is auggested by Pyongyang's special tribute to the Chinese; 

K ojo Inland a Ncvr Bucheni'Tal d; There has as yet been no large-scale relax- 
atioh of "the coorainated assault on Aiiierican mistreatment of prisoners, 
and this campaign, tied in with references to the negotictions, rerapins 
■the focal point of most comment on the war. Moscow echoes Peking and 
Pyongyang is declaring that the POi; "massacres" exceed the v/orst crimes of 
Hitler and that Ko.je- Island has bGcome the successor to Bu'chenwald, Oswiecira 
and Maidemok. Soviet vituperation roaches its height in reporting the de- 
tails of a protest meeting of Soviet workers in Moscow on 29 May, but the 
intensity of the denunciation does not exceed that which characteriBed the 
previous Moscow protest Electing on bacteriological warfare. Nor has Moscow 
reported anything comparable to the rash of protest Meetings throughout the 
USSR such as followed the Moscow BW meeting.' The present (26 Msy - 1 June) 
hea\'y concentration on the POVJ question, with 13 percent of all Soviet 
commentaries specifically devoted to the subject, nonetheless represents 
sharp drop from the previous week '(19-25 May) when the fig-ire wp.s 22 percent. 
The fact that Chinos^j propaganda follows a similar pattern suggests^ that 
the previous highs represent expedient exploitation of the prisoner disorders 
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and arc Intended tp , affect the negotiations, and that the propagpn^e wi:il 
not bo sustalnod at such high levels nor have as wide a scope rs the BW 
chargi^js .

falrl;/ constant during t)ic tvo-veek period at aVjOut 25 percent of 'all itemn, 
l)i:t the f .i.gvirs is soiaowhat distorted by the fact that diirinf,- t)ie sbconc], week 
there was a tendency to concentrate the references in broadcasts directed to 
Entjlish-spcakinG audiences. In contradistinction to Chinese regionals' heavy 
concentration on BV/ duri-ng the height of that campaign, there have been no 
references to the POW disorders in those transmissions. 


Deminciat i on and Cajolery Cligracte r ize Chinese- Comment 
propaganda has been relentless in assailing tiie .^r.eric 
of px'ieoncrs, specific references to the negotiations 
agreement is still possible if the Americans will with 
insistence on voluntary repatriation. The threatening 
remarks as that of Nam II that the Chinese "will not s 
prisoners are massacred are soriiewhat niit.igated by the 
the i'x^ericans to hasten the end of the war and the sut 
international tensions.

Americans Don't VJant Fcace in Korea ;- Moscow, Pe?sing end Pyongyang insist 
that the PQV disorders are the result of a de.vinlte plan to prevent a pepce- 
ful Settlement and deinonfitrate that the Americans fear peace more thrn vft. 
There are the familiar contentionc that military men have enriched themselves 
through the misuse of military frnds, that the threat of war must be meinteined 
to kecp'^'fejje American people un0.or the domination of Wall Street munitions 
kings, and in ox'der to pi-event a general collapse of America's war-geared 
economy. Also, the Americans are said to fear that peace end the relaxp.tion 
<*? tensions will further aggravate the dissatisfaction of the Americans' 
NATO satellites and.itiEike it- more difficult to keep these recplcitrant 
partners in line, 

Ko Indication That Talks Ms;y be V?recked ; There pre no concrete propnganda 
indications, however, tiiat the Communists foresee disruption of~^he trllts 
or that , they oi'e prepared to resort to militp.ry action to supplement their 
truculence. References to the possible disruption of the trika h»>ve been 
infrequent these last two weeks, although the Americans h?ve been specif Icplly 
charged with a desire to stall and wi'cck the negotiations 

Peking Revives Enoch/Quinn confession s; Recent variations in Moscow pnd 
Peking's treatment of the hiological warfare issue suggest r. relaxation of 

the coordination cmong the two major sources on this subject. ''.'he con- 
fession of American flier Robei-t Gilarol, presented by Moscow more th^n p 
month ago, has not as yet been inontioned by Peking, although it would seem 
to buttress the Enoch/Quinn depositions. Peking, on the other hrnd, hrs 
revived these latter confessions— especially in broadcasts in English--with 
new interrogations, interviews and supplementary depositions which add little 
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that is new. This increased attention has not been reflected in the 
general iDroadcasts to Ar.ian audiences or in the regional transmissiona, 
so that the general level of attention to BW remains low. However, as 
is the case with Moscow, BW is a consistent component of the generel 
atrocity propagemda in which the POW disorders now loom largest, 

"R ed" Deem Sees Proof of BW ; Peking has now added Hewlett Johnson, the 

""Rl^d" Dean of Canterbury, to the list of westerners testifying to the 
truth of the BW chai'ges. The Dean, now in Peking, declared after e study 
of the evidence and talka with scientists and witnesses that the testimony 
was "most damning" and left no doubt as to /juerican guilt. 

Pyongyang's concern with BV/ remains centered on the need for constnnt 
sanitary precautions to prevent a spread of AmeriGan-di3F.eiiiina.ted disease. 

Poking Sil ent o n Sinch on Trials : Pyongyajig has in the last week given 
heavy play to the trialra of Koreans who vjider the direct commanc? of pn 
American lieutenant allegedly participated in the slaughter of 35; 000 
Korean civilians during the Americans' occupation of Sinchon County in 
Hwangliae Province . Although Moscow has reported the triels In Morse i»nd 
Hellschreiber broadcasts, but not in voice transmissions, Peking hea not 
mentioned them as yet. This silence is reminiscent of Peking's complete 
reticence concerning the Kaesong spy trials of severol months ego, vhen 
Pyongyang traneiaissions were devoting a major part of their trpnsmissions 
iso the trial proceedings. 

Appeals to South Koreans Increase ; Peking, Moscow and Pyongypng continue 
to increase the volmc of references to the situation in South Korea. All 
three repqrt the grov/th of partisan harassment of the U.N. and ROK forces 
and inti:aate that Syngmcji Rhee's imposition of martial lew ateras et least 
in part from an inability to control this growing resistf'nce, Peking re- 
ports (but only in Mandarin) that a large number of ROK troops are defecting 
to the Communists, and Pyongyang appeals to the troops to "point their guns 
at the enemy Americans" and Syngman Rhee traitors. Rhee's qu<?rrel with the 
National Assembly is described as the result of a struggle for personal power, 
and as a demonstration of his unbridled ambition to be president "for life." 
Pei'haps because of def cnsiveness concerning the situation in North Korea, 
Pyongyang dwells at length upon the deteriorating living conditions through- 
out the south, with famine and mass suicides a&id. to be rampent. 

Chinese Are the Best Friends of the Koreans : Sensitivity to the str.te of 
Sino-Koreon relations seems indicated by Pyongyang's recent stress upon the 
contribution that the Chinese have made to the Korean people and their struggle 
for independence. The Koreans are told that ;the Chinese are supporting them 
"with their blood" and that Chinese troops help the farmers in harvesting 
crops, ^here are frequent references to Chinese donations to buy guns rnd 
planes for use against the American invaders. Pyongyang says that the 
Resist Aiaerica, Aid Korea campaign is active in every part of the Chinese 
mainland. This reference to RAAIC comes at a time when the campaign has 
virtually disappeared from Chinese regional comment. 
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
